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£ 500,000 
payout for 
road crash 
victim 


A Northampton man who suf¬ 
fered catastrophic injuries in a 
road crash has won a £500,000 
interim damages payout at the 
High Court. 

Marcel Beasley, aged 29, of Kings- 
land Gardens, was left facing a lifetime 
of disability after his motorcycle was 
involved in a collision with a car near 
Nottingham in May 2009. 

The sum, which will help the former 
power station worker move out of a re¬ 
habilitation unit, is likely to be only a 
fraction of the full damages payout he 
eventually receives. 

Awarding the sum, Judge Jonathan 
Simpkiss said Mr Beasley’s injuries 
were “seriously life-changing” and in¬ 
cluded “very severe” brain damage. 

He said: “As a result of the injury, the 
claimant was hospitalised and was in 
an extremely critical position for some 
time. However, he was released to his 
pre-accident address and, at that stage, 
received only limited support. His con¬ 
dition deteriorated and he agreed to a 


period of residential rehabilitation.” 

But, the judge said, Mr Beasley’s con¬ 
dition had improved so that there was 
now a plan in place to move him back 
into the community in April. 

Mr Beasley’s barrister, Richard Gre¬ 
gory, said the £500,000 payment sought 
would go towards funding a place to live 
and to compensate for injury and losses. 

In a previous trial, which decided li¬ 
ability for the accident, the High Court 
heard Mr Beasley was on a Yamaha 
R6 on the A453, near Barton in Farbis, 
when he was overtaking a line of sta¬ 
tionary, slow-moving traffic. A Volkswa¬ 
gen Golf pulled out of the queue in or¬ 
der to turn around and they collided. 
Mr Beasley was thrown over the top 
of the car, suffering devastating brain 
damage when his helmet strap snapped, 
causing it to come off. 

The judge, Sir Raymond Jack, ruled 
the blame lay entirely with the car 
driver. 

The hearing was told the final dam¬ 
ages sum was likely to be well in excess 
of £1 million.

A lifetime collection of 
Rupert Bear memorabilia 
has been put up for sale by 
a family from Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

Ron Johnson and his sister, 
Lin, first received Rupert an¬ 
nuals in the 1950s as Christmas 
presents. 

Together with their brother, 
Andy, they have collected Rupert 
merchandise ever since. 

But they are now putting their 
collection up for sale, with the 
more than 300 items expected to 
fetch several thousand pounds. 

Ron, aged 61, said: “We re¬ 
ceived the first annuals when we 
were both very young and it just 
grew to be one of those things 
where, if you express an interest 


in something as a child, people 
buy you things every Christmas 
and birthdays. 

“It accumulated over the years 
from that.” 

The most rare of all Rupert 
item is a 1973 annual, in which 
Rupert is shown on the cover 
with a brown face, instead of his 
traditional white appearance. 
Only 12 copies of the ‘brown 
Rupert’ book from 1973 were pub¬ 
lished, compared to 500,000 ver¬ 
sions which had a white face. 

Copies of the brown Rupert 
book have previously been sold 
for up to £23,000. 

Unfortunately, Mr Johnson, 
who lives in Roade, does not have 
the 1973 annual in his collection. 
He said: “Sadly we’ve not got that 
one, but we’ve got everything 


else you could think of, from egg 
cups to rolls of Rupert wallpaper 
and even a 20-year-old packet of 
Rupert sweets. 

“But I don’t think they would 
taste very good now.” 

Rupert first appeared in the 
Daily Express newspaper in 1920, 
making him six years older than 
Winnie the Pooh and 40 years 
older than Paddington Bear. 

The Johnson family are selling 
their collection to de-clutter their 
houses. They plan to sell their 
items through the internet auc¬ 
tion site, eBay, but anyone inter¬ 
ested in the collection can call Mr 
Johnson on Northampton 861458. 

When their collection was last 
valued a decade ago, auctioneers 
estimated it would be worth well 
over £2,000.

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Council vows to save 
abbey beer festival 


Northampton Borough 
Council has pledged to 
save the county's big¬ 
gest beer festival fol¬ 
lowing public outcry 
over its cancellation. 

It was revealed recently 
that the Northamptonshire 
Beer Festival, which tradi¬ 
tionally takes place at Del- 
apre Abbey and has been run¬ 
ning for more than 25 years, 
has been scrapped. 

Organiser Phil Greenway, 
who is also chairman of 
Northants CAMRA, said the 
county branch lacked mem¬ 
bers willing to help organise 


it, and there was a risk of 
being left open to insurance 
claims. 

The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Council¬ 
lor David Mackintosh (Con, 
Rectory Farm) has pledged 
the authority will work with 
CAMRA to save the festival. 

He said: “It would be a ter¬ 
rible shame if the town lost 
this popular event and we’re 
currently speaking to the or¬ 
ganisers to see what assist¬ 
ance the council can give to 
make sure it goes ahead. 

“The festival showcases De- 
lapre Abbey and helps bring 
the work of some of our local 


breweries to a wider audi¬ 
ence.” 

Mr Greenway said: “We 
have 1,300 CAMRA members 
in the county but unfortu¬ 
nately, very few are active. We 
are unable to form a commit¬ 
tee to help plan the festival 
and I am no longer prepared 
to take sole responsibility for 
it. 

“The health and safety im¬ 
plications are now beyond the 
capabilities of the branch. 
Without professional exper¬ 
tise we leave ourselves vul¬ 
nerable to insurance claims.” 

Many responses to the 
Chronicle & Echo’s story were 


based on suggestions it was 
cancelled solely for ‘health 
and safety’ reasons, some¬ 
thing the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) has moved to 
clarify. Regional director Rosi 
Edwards said: “On behalf of 
the HSE I would like to reas¬ 
sure people there is nothing 
in health and safety law to 
prevent the event from going 
ahead. People at the HSE like 
a good night out as much as 
the next person and we have 
a few CAMRA members too. 

“Maybe this report will en¬ 
courage those who aren’t ac¬ 
tive members to get more in¬ 
volved in their local branch.”

Giant screens would 
make area look like 
Piccadilly Circus 


Plans to cover a derelict 
Northampton pub with 
16ft TV screens would 
leave the area looking 
like Piccadilly Circus, resi¬ 
dents have claimed. 

The White Horse pub in King- 
sthorpe has been closed since 
2009. 

The owners of the building 
had hoped to demolish it, but 
after failing to agree plans with 
the council, they have now re¬ 
vealed plans to ‘obscure’ it with 
nine 16ft advertising screens. 

The move has been strongly 
opposed by many people in the 
area. Councillor John Yates 
(Con, Spring Park) lives close to 
the pub. He said: “It’s appalling. 
It sounds like it’s going to be just 
like Piccadilly Circus. 

“It’s not going to do anything 
to improve road safety at all 
and I will do everything I can to 
make sure it doesn’t happen.” 

The screens would be 9ft off 
the ground but reach almost as 
high as the top of the pub’s roof. 

Under the screens would be a 
mural celebrating the history of 
the Saints rugby club. 


Officials from Northampton¬ 
shire County Council’s high¬ 
ways department have objected 
to the plan because of fears the 
screens could distract people 
driving through the busy Cock 
Hotel junction. 

Their view has been backed by 
the councillor for the area, Sally 
Beardsworth (Lib Dem, King- 


sthorpe). She said: “I don’t know 
what the owners are thinking 
about. Television screens would 
be a real distraction. It’s just bi¬ 
zarre. We don’t want to look like 
Piccadilly Circus around here, 
it’s not that sort of place.” 

The council will decide if the 
development should be allowed 
in the next few weeks.

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Parents call for all 
children to be able 
to have vaccine 



A family from Northamp¬ 
tonshire, whose teenage 
son died of meningitis B, is 
urging the Government to 
make a new vaccine avail¬ 
able to all children. 

The drug, Bexsero, is the first 
meningitis B vaccine licensed 
for use in this country and the 
Meningitis UK charity says it 
could save thousands of lives, es¬ 
pecially among the under-fives, 
who are most at risk from the 
disease. 

John and Lesley Tanton, from 
Flore, lost son Mark, a 14-year- 
old Campion School pupil, when 
he died from meningitis in 2010, 
only days after showing any 
signs he was ill. 

Mrs Tanton, 47, said: “We had 
a healthy, fit young lad and then 
this devastating illness attacked. 
It transformed the whole family 
within a couple of hours and life 
is never the same again. I’m a 
practice nurse and used to trying 
to spot meningitis, so I know it’s 
incredibly difficult to diagnose 
as not everyone has the same 
signs and symptoms. 

“Mark didn’t have a rash. In 


that respect it’s a rogue illness 
- there’s no typical way of spot¬ 
ting it. 

“It’s the rapid onset which can 
be so devastating. Mark was fine 
in the morning despite feeling 
unwell. He was chatting away 
to us then by 4pm he was uncon¬ 
scious and we never spoke to him 
again.” 

The family is pressing the Gov¬ 
ernment to urgently introduce 
the vaccine into the Routine 
Childhood Immunisation Sched¬ 
ule, so children will receive it 
through the NHS. The last major 
meningitis vaccine - the pneu¬ 


mococcal vaccine - took five 
years to be introduced. Mrs Tan¬ 
ton said: “There can be no reason 
why the Government would not 
support this vaccine. 

“There’s no price you can put 
on a life. Ministers and MPs have 
to weigh up whether to introduce 
this vaccine and they need to put 
themselves in the shoes of peo¬ 
ple affected by meningitis and do 
something which will eradicate 
it for once and for all.”

Secondary schools in Northamp¬ 
tonshire are set to receive nearly 
£1 million in funding to provide 
extra tuition for pupils who are 
struggling with English and 
maths. 

The Department for Education (DfE) 
announced today that £500 per pupil will 
be handed out to help every Year 7 pupil 
who did not reach the expected level in 
literacy and maths when they finished 
primary school. 

The ‘catch-up premium’ is intended 
to be used to provide intensive tuition 
which could take place at lunchtimes or 
after school. 

In Northamptonshire, a total of 
£935,000 will be handed out with the 
schools receiving the most money in¬ 
cluding Kingsthorpe College, which will 
get £44,000, Malcolm Arnold Academy, 
£40,500, and Weston Favell Academy, 
£32,000. The highest amount to be handed 
out in the county is £51,000 to Kingswood 
School in Corby. 

Figures released by the DfE show that 
only five per cent of pupils who did not 
manage to get level four in both English 
and maths at key stage two went on to 
achieve the Government benchmark of 
five GCSEs at A* to C, including English 
and maths.

With the additional money schools will 
be able to work with new year seven 
students to help them make the best 
progress possible in their learning, espe¬ 
cially where they may have fallen behind 
in the basic skills required for future suc¬ 
cess.”

Sports centre 
proves popular 


Residents have flocked 
to a new sports centre 
in the five months since 
it opened, with demand 
soaring 80 per cent above 
expected levels. 

Duston Sports Centre has at¬ 
tracted more than 1,000 mem¬ 
bers since it opened in Septem¬ 
ber, and many more are using it 
on a pay-as-you go basis. 

The facility, which is based 
on the site of the former Brit¬ 
ish Timken sports centre, in 
Cotswold Avenue, has a gym, 
bar, sports hall and a studio for 
fitness classes including yoga, 
zumba and aerobics. 

It was originally only going 
to be open on weekdays, but 
now also opens at weekends 
due to demand.

And that doesn’t 
include the pay-as-you-go cus¬ 
tomers, and the people who are 
coming to all the clubs here.

If you offer a good 
deal, it works. And it is a great 
deal. Now we know we can get 
these kind of numbers, we will 
continue to try and achieve 


them.” 

The centre is owned by 
Duston Parish Council and op¬ 
erated by Northampton Leisure 
Trust. 

Members also have access to 
the town’s other leisure centres 
at Lings Forum, The Mounts 
and Danes Camp. 

Duston Parish Council chair¬ 
man, Alan Earle, said: “The 
numbers we have got have sur¬ 
passed our expectations. It has 
proved the discussions we have 
had about how we were going 
to manage the facilities have 
proved to be right. 

“It is going from strength to 
strength.” 

Duston resident, and gym 
member, Steve Dowdy, aged 45, 
said: “I hadn’t gone to a gym 
for a while, but this is walking 
distance from my house. It is 
great. It is a very good oppor¬ 
tunity to go across to the other 
sites as well.” 

A programme of activities 
will take place at the centre 
during school half-term week, 
from February 11 to 17. 

Other non-sporting events 
are in the pipeline, including 
a comedy night in May, quiz 
nights, open mic/jam nights 
and a visit from a hypnotist. 

The bar is also available to 
hire for functions.

New rail station 
will be twice the 
size of old one 



The new £20 million rail¬ 
way station which will be 
built in Northampton will 
be twice the size of the 
current building, it has 
been revealed. 

Work on the development is 
due to start in spring this year 
and be completed by summer 
2014. 

Latest plans for the develop¬ 
ment show the new building will 
feature a large glass front and in¬ 
clude a number of shops inside. 

The leader of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council, Council¬ 
lor Jim Harker (Con, Kettering 
Rural) said: “Transforming the 
station is a key project in helping 
boost the economy in Northamp¬ 
ton. For many, the station will be 
their first introduction to North¬ 
amptonshire, so it’s absolutely 
essential it gives a first-rate im¬ 
pression.” 

He was backed by the leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Councillor David Mackintosh 
(Con, Rectory Farm), who added: 
“When people arrive in our town 


we want them to feel they’re in a 
place that’s welcoming, forward 
thinking and open for business.” 

A display of the development 
plans will be held at the Grosven- 
or Centre from Monday to Satur¬ 
day next week. 

The MP for Northampton 
South, Brian Binley, who has 
pushed the Government for fund¬ 


ing for the station, said: “We bat¬ 
tled to get the money from the 
Department of Transport, not 
least because the new station is 
so important to the Enterprise 
Zone, which will create many 
new opportunities for the town.” 

The plans have been on dis¬ 
play in the Grosvenor Centre in 
Northampton this week.

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New homes plan 
for old pub site 


The site of a derelict pub 
on a Northampton estate 
could soon be cleared to 
make way for new homes. 

The Morris Man in Kings 
Heath closed down a number of 
years ago and the site has since 
been targeted by vandals and ar¬ 
sonists. 

Plans have now been submit¬ 
ted to Northampton Borough 
Council to clear the half-acre 
site at the junction of Park Cres¬ 
cent West and South Oval so 15 
new homes can be built on the 
land. 

Documents submitted to the 
council show the scheme would 
include 11 houses and four flats. 

The councillor for the area, 
Roger Conroy (Lib Dem, Spen¬ 
cer) has welcomed the plans. 

He said: “The site needs de¬ 
veloping and it would be good to 
get new housing built on there 
rather than see it remain the 
dumping ground that it is at the 
moment.” 

The 15 new homes would have 
a total of 19 parking spaces. 

New trees and shrubs would 
also be planted around the site 
as part of the development. 



• Plans for the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Morris Man pub 
site in Kings Heath were sub¬ 
mitted to Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council last week. 

The authority is expected to 
make a decision on whether or 


not the development should be 
given the go-ahead by the end 
of April this year. 

The decision is likely to be 
taken by experts from the 
council’s planning department, 
rather than elected councillors.

Mallinder's positive 
despite cup calamity 


JIM MALLINDER admits 
Saints are in an 'unusual' po¬ 
sition after their LV= Cup exit 
- but is determined to take 
the positives from it. 

Mallinder’s men crashed out of 
the domestic cup competition with a 
disappointing 28-19 defeat at Exeter 
last weekend. 

It followed on from Saints’ failure 
to progress in Europe two weeks ear¬ 
lier, as defeat at Glasgow cost them 
a spot in the Amlin Challenge Cup 
quarter-finals. 

Now, only one focus remains: Pre¬ 
miership glory, starting with a game 
against top-four rivals Gloucester at 
Franklin’s Gardens on Saturday. 

And Mallinder said: “We’re out of 
the LV= Cup, which would have been 
nice to have been in, but we’re in an 
unusual position now of just being 


in one competition. 

“During the past few years it’s not 
something we’ve been used to. 

“We’ve been fighting on most 
fronts and now we’ve got a clear fo¬ 
cus and that has got to be our only 
focus.” 

Like Saints, Gloucester also suf¬ 
fered LV= Cup defeat last weekend, 
losing 32-5 at home to Bath, who beat 
Northampton to top spot in Pool 4. 

Mallinder knows the Cherry and 
Whites will be hurting just as much 
as his side, but is desperate to come 
out on top on Saturday, with a cru¬ 
cial run of games getting underway. 

“I think Gloucester will be equal¬ 
ly frustrated in terms of losing at 
home,” he said. “It’s a massive game. 

“Things change because you then 
put your top sides out. We’ve made 
a few changes, which has freshened 
things up, and we’ll be full on. 


“It’s really important because the 
next few league games will have a 
big influence on where we finish.” 

Meanwhile, Saints have an¬ 
nounced Australian international 
prop Salesi Ma’afu will be joining the 
club ahead of the next season. 

Ma’afu is rated as one of the top 
props in Australia. 

The 6ft, 126kg, tight-head has 14 
Wallaby caps to his name, along with 
Australia A and Barbarian repre¬ 
sentative honours. 

Born in Sydney, Ma’afu - whose 
brother Campese is also an interna¬ 
tional prop - has built up extensive 
Super Rugby experience with the 
Brumbies and latterly Western Force. 

His international debut came in 
2010, and after fighting back from a 
serious arm injury he helped Aus¬ 
tralia to third place in the 2011 Rugby 
World Cup, including starting the 
bronze medal match with Wales.

RECENT Cobblers arrival Roy 
O’Donovan is confident he can hit 
the goal trail by playing alongside 
the club’s powerful strikers. 

Clive Platt and Adebayo Akin- 
fenwa both provide a substantial 
physical presence for Town but 
with Alex Nicholls ruled out for 
the rest of the season there is an 
opening for a sharper, smaller 
centre-forward. 

Jake Robinson has been in good 
form as a left-winger and the club 
hope to get Louis Moult and Lewis 
Wilson out on loan to bolster their 
confidence and momentum. 

O’Donovan admits his debut 
at Rotherham on Saturday - in 
which Northampton were beaten 
3-1 - did not go as he hoped but is 
sure he can profit from the power 
provided by Town’s other front 
players. 

“I know Clive Platt well and 
(Adebayo) Akinfenwa is a fantas¬ 
tic player,” he said. “So hopefully 
I can feed off them and get plenty 
of goalscoring chances. 

“Nothing really dropped for me 
at Rotherham on Saturday but I’m 
surrounded by good players and I 
know we can do well as a team. 

“Our away form needs to pick 
up and we need to have a bit more 
of an edge away from home.” 

O’Donovan played the second 
half at Rotherham, inititally as 
a striker but then as a winger 
in a game which manager Aidy 
Boothroyd felt his side definitely 
deserved to lose. 

The 27-year-old Irishman be¬ 
lieves it was clear proof of the 
small margins by which football 
matches are settled. 

“It was nice to get out there out 
play again but the result was ob¬ 
viously not what I was looking 
for,” he said. 

“We had our chances but they 
punished us for not taking them 
and it just shows you the thin 
margins in football, whatever lev¬ 
el you are at. 

“Elementary mistakes will al¬ 
ways cost you and that was the 
case on Saturday.” 

Boothroyd hailed O’Donovan’s 
performance as a reason to be 
cheerful. 

He said: “Roy gave us a bit of a 
spark, he chased things down and 
he will bring pace to our side and a 
threat of pace in behind. 

“He didn’t get the service but he 
worked his socks off and he was 
one of the few players in the game 
who can say they worked as hard 
as I know they can.” 
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
